(A, Feb. 14.—A plain-spok­ 
en bid was issued today for $750,000 to wipe 
out the democratic party’s deficit in the 
three weeks remaining before Franklin I).

James A. Farley, chairman of the national 
committee, and probable postmaster gen­ 
eral and patronage dispenser for the new 
administration, announced a drive to make 
it possible for the new president to start in 
with 
“no obligations 
embarrassing 
his 


Farley minced no words. 
He said cam­ 
paign contributions should be collected be- _ 
fore presidential appointments are maoc 
so as to “avoid even the appearance of a 
bargain.” 
The bigger contributions, he argued, log­ 
ically will come from the class of men who 
have demonstrated skill and ability in pri­ 
vate affairs. 
Because of this evidence of 
ability, this class will also he drawn upon by 
Mr. Roosevelt in choosing assistants. 
“The sort of men I have in mind, he con­ 
tinued, “would have no idea that they could 
buy an appointment. Ii would therefore be 
infinitely better if contributions were made 
beforehand to avoid even the appearance of 
a bargain. 
. 
“Of course the acceptance of a campaign 
contribution involves no obligation or com­ 
mitments. 
The president can and will se­ 
lect his officeholders without reference to 
ary contribution.” 
Farley disclosed a major part of the defic­ 
it to be cleared off was a heritage from the 
Smith-Raskob-Shouse administration of the 
party. The 1932 campaign, he said, left a 
deficit of only $300,000, while at the end of 
1928 the deficit was approximately twice the 
oustanding $750,000.
